Hang Tuah, the famous Malay 
warrior curing the reign of 
Sultan Mansor Shah was buried 
in this mausoleum in Tg. Kling 
which is 15 km from town.

Dato Dol Said, the brave Chief- 
tain of the Naning War against 
the British in 1931 was buried 
here at Taboh Naning about 
32 km from Melaka town. 


Cape Rachado 


This enclave is in Negeri 
Sembilan and 57 km from 
Melaka. The headland forest 
forms an important guideline 
for migratory birds like spar- 
rows, hawks, honey buzzards, 
eagles and swifts. In September/ 
October and again March/April 
large concentration of hawks 
and eagles can be seen. There 
is also a blue lagoon which 
has interesting marine life and 
a beautiful beach. The light- 
house towers the cape with its 
panoramic view. 


Pulau Besar 


Pulau Besar is located in the 
Straits of Malacca which is 13 
nautical miles off the mainland 
of Umbai Jetty and 10 nautical 
miles from Melaka Port. The 
sandy beaches provide ample 
opportunities for swimming, 
fishing, picnicking, camping 
and snorkelling. This island 
will be turned into a beautiful 
resort in the very near future.

O St. Paul’s Church 
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St. Paul’s Church was built by the 
Portuguese in 1521. It was known 
as Duarte Coelho, the leading prayer 
house for Catholics at that time. 


The Dutch renamed the church 
‘St.Paul’s’ and eventually made 
the church an extension of the 
fortress. Evidence of gun 
embrasures with holes for gun- 
recoilers in the roof, can still be 
seen today. 


When the Dutch completed the 
Christ Church in the red-painted 
Dutch Square in 1753, they made 
St. Paul’s Hill into a burial ground 
for their noble dead. One can see 
huge tombstones measuring 8’ high 
and 3%’ wide; also tombstones 
with Latin and Portuguese inscrip- 
tions. 


The open grave inside St. Pauls is 
where St. Francis Xavier was once 
buried in 1553, before his body was 
moved to Goa in India.

This temple is the oldest Chinese 
temple in Malaysia, founded in 
1646. It covers an area of 

4 600 sq.m. The eaves of the 
temple are decorated with figures 
of Mythology and animation made 
out of broken glass and porcelain. 
These figures glitter and sparkle in 
the sun. 


The wood carvings and lacquer work 
inside the temple are a sight to 
behold. 


The main altar houses the “Goddess 
of Mercy” and on the left altar is 
the “Queen of Heaven” the special 
guardian of fishermen and voyagers 
of the high seas. 





This well found at the foot of 
Bukit China was used by the 
Princess daily. Itis believed that the 
water has attained purity and who- 
ever drinks from it will return to 
Malacca at least once more 
during his lifetime. 


The railings above the altars, depict 
the life of Buddha.

(12) Kampong Hulu Mosque 





This mosque is the oldest in 
Malaysia. It was built in 1728 by 
Dato Shamsuddin. The unique 
architectural style of this mosque 
can only be found in Malacca. 


@ Kampong Kling Mosque 
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It's one of the oldest mosques with 
Sumatran architecture. It has a 
three tiered roof rising like a 
pyramid and a beautiful carved 
wooden ceiling. Beside it is an odd 
minaret structured like a Pagoda. 
This indicates the architectural 
mixture of East and West. 


Sri Poyyatha Vinayagar 
Moorthi Temple >- 
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This Indian temple is one of the 
oldest in Malaysia.

D Sam Po Kong Temple 


This temple was dedicated to 
Admiral Cheng Ho when he visited 
Malacca in 1409. It is situated just 
beside the Sultan's well. It was 
said that in one of his trips from 
China to Malacca, Admiral Cheng 
Ho's Ship was almost wrecked as 
there was a hole in the keel. 
However his ship was saved from 
sinking by a fish known as ‘Sam Po’ 
hanging itself to the hole. 


D Bukit China 





In 1459 following visits to Malacca 
by the famous Ming Admiral Cheng 
Ho, the Emperor of China gave 
Parameswara, the first Ruler of 
Malacca, official Chinese protection. 
Later in the 1459 the Emperor sent 
his daughter Princess Hang Li Poh 
to marry the reigning Sultan Mansor 
Shah. Her entourage consisted of 
500 ladies-in-waiting and the Sultan 
gave them Bukit China or Chinese 
Hill for their residence. The 
Portuguese during their occupation 
of Malacca built a Franciscan 
Monastry and also a Chapel 
dedicated to ‘Madre de Deus’ 
(Mother of God) on top of this hill. 
However both the Monastery and 
the chapel were completely 
destroyed by the Achinese in 1629 
when they attacked the Dutch. 
Today Bukit China rests in peace as 
the largest Chinese cemetery outside 
China (12,000 graves) taking up 

25 hectares with many of the tombs 
dating back to Ming times.

(22) Portuguese Square 





This square is located approximately 
3 kilometers in the Portuguese 
Settlement where the Portuguese 
descendents live in a close-knit 
family. The architectural design of 
the square resembles that of Lisbon. 
Besides authentic Portuguese dishes, 
local cultural shows like the 
Portuguese, Malay, Chinese and 
Indian dances, are performed 

every Saturday night for public 
viewing. 


23 The Tranquerah Mosque 
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Architecturally this mosque is 
unique, instead of minarets a 
pagoda has been built in its place, 
the mosque itself is somewhat 
pyramid-shaped instead of dome- 
shaped as in Moorish type mosques. 


Here then is evidence that Islam 
has had a place of honour in 
Malacca for more than 600 years. 


Within the grounds of this mosque 
lies the tomb of Sultan Hussain of 
Johore who signed the cession of 
Singapore to Sir Stamford Raffles 
in 1819.
